Thil petition may be presented 
within three months of the declara- 
tion constituting the marriBsre, but 
is usually presented within three 
hours. The parties nnd witnesses at- 
tend before the sheriff and the wit- 
ii ,-i . nfir'ii i»n oath the state- 
ments of fact. The sheriff thereup- 
on grants warrant to the registrar to 
register the marriage. The registra- 
tion can then be completed at once. 
The whole procedure only takes an 
hour or two and the cost is only a 
few shillings. On the eve of the 
new year and summer holidays there 
is a constant procession of newly 
married couples and their witnesses 
l>efnre the sheriff in Glasgow.
